War Declared on Whooping Cough. 
State Health Commissioner Dixon is 


after whooping cough. By aeeeing to it 
that the proper precautions are being 
taken to prefect tne spread of the di- 
sease and by educating the peop'e to the 
necessity of such precautions, ha expects 
to materially reduce the number of cases 
of this disease which annually causes the 
deaths of so many infants and small 
children in Pennsylvania. 


An innovation which Doctor Diion 


will introduce will be the placarding of 
houses in which a case of whooping 
cough exists. The placard will state that 
"All persons are notified of the presence 
of this disease, and are warned of the 
danger of visiting or coming into con- 
tact with tboae sick with it." 


In tbe circular of tales to be observed 


In the care and management of cases of 
whooping coDgh Dr. Dixon, after warn- 
ing persona of the fatal results of the 
malady and its associate complications, 
instructs that children suffering with the 
disease must be prevented from coming 
in contact with other children as long as 
the cough lasts 


Special preoai tions must be taken, he 


soys, to prevent ihe upread of the disease 
among the achoc I children, and therefore 
'hildren Buffering from whooping cough 
must be excluded from sohon] during ill- 
nes«, and other children in the infected 
household must be excluded until it Is 
demonstrated tbat they have not coa- 
traoted the disease. 


Whooping cough, Dr. Dijon,-"dec!ares, 


is communicated direct from the sick to 
the well through tile breath, especially 
during the act of coughing, However, 
there ia good reason to believe that the 
poison may be harbored about the rooms 
and clothing, and for this reason Bealth 
Commissioner Dixon calls attention to 
the necessity of proper disinfection. 


All bed and body clothing, including 


handkerchiefs, 
toweh, 
napkins 
and 


cloths, used for the collection of the dis- 
charges from the mouth and nose of the 
patient, the Oommissionei says, should 
he disinfected before being taken from 
the sick room. For this purpose he sug- 
gests a disinfectant made by dissolving 
one-fourth-of a pound of chlorinated lime 
(bleaching powder) In.ejfht gallons a.' 
water, and allowing such articles to re- 
main ia the solution at least three hours 
before being washed. 


Eating utensils should be scalded_and 


remnants of foot destroyed by burning. 


When, ia the opinion of the attending 


physician, recovery has taken place, the 
patient abould be given a bath and be pro- 
vided with fresh clothing. 


Following the recovery, death or remov- 


al of the patient, tbe sick room abould be 
and its content* should be disinfected.

pany, a branoli of the Standard Oil con 
oern, said that should the Attorney Gen 
eral determine that the matter is wlthou 
his official pale suit would be brought I 
tbe Philadelphia courts. At the sam 
time Captain Edwards emphatically c 
nied that he, as frequently staled, is 
political henchman of E. A Van Volken 
burg or tbat tho exploiting of his griev 
ance at this particular time has^Bnjttiiu 
in the nature of politics behind it. 


THE CAPTAIN'S STATEMENT.

FATE OF THE JUNE BUGS. 


twfnl PuUhment That WM De- 


creed kr Ui Ancient Couall. 


"Berne has an official collector of 


June bugs," writes t correspondent of 
the Chicago News from Switzerland, 
"This personage Is appointed by the 
city council when tbe triennial pest of 
June bugs occurs, and he Is empow- 
ered to destroy all the Insects that may 
be brought to blm. Bach owner of a 
small estate is obliged to gather flve 
pounds of bugs, and those who happen 
to be the'proprietors of larger piece* 
of property must collect proportion- 
ately more 
For each pound that Is 


missing from this obligatory amount a 
fine of 10 cents ta Imposed, but If more 
than the required quota Is forthcom- 
ing a premium of 2 cents a pound Is 
paid. Thli nmuneratlon Is offered 
also to others besides the property 
owners 
A landholder who entirely 


neglects to gather any bugs at all Is 
subject to a fine of from S5 to $10 
School children receive permission to 
enter large estates, where tbey shake 
the trees and poke long sticks about in 
their endeavors to dislodge as many 
bugs as possible. 


"In times of old, the ancient chronl- 


clare tell us. It was the custom to at- 
tempt to rid the country of these un- 
welcome visitors by citing them Into 
court and by banishing them from tbe 
country, but the wily insects failed to 
obey the summons and continued to 
fly about In tbe face of the law, laying 
eggs promiscuously and contrary to 
edict In a certain village it was de- 
termined to make a terrible and last- 
ing example of all the Insects found 
within Its borders. With considerable 
expenditure ot time and patience quan- 
tities of bugs were collected and placed 
In a huge sack. Deliberation was held 
as to the fate of these bard backed 
prisoners Ordinary death was consid- 
ered too light a punishment for such 
offenders.
